The fruit-growers of Santa Cruz 
county held a meeting at San José last 
week and decided

ing up old wine or vinegar casks 
throw a few blue gum boughs with 
their leaves into the water, and it 


the blue gum we would have to change 
the water daily to prevent putridity 
and spoiling of the flavor of anything 
afterward kept in the cask.’’: 

The Grass Valley Tidings says the 
‘loss of fruit trees in that section bas 
been occasioned by the unusual pre- 
cipitation of water, and its retention 
by the bed of clay which is known to 
be directly underneath the soil, thus 
rotting the roots. It is estimated that 
within a small radius the loss will ag- 
gregate 1000 trees. The growers are 
discouraged, and the boomin fruit- 
growing, inaugurated four years ago 
among the farmers and increasing 
yearly up to the present season, has 
undoubtedly received a setback from 
which it will not soon recover. 

E. L. Goodsell, the largest dealer in 
California fruits in New York city, 
says the sales of our fruits in the sea- 
son of 1889 stow an unprecedented in- 
crease over 1886. In the latter year 
but ten or fifteen cars of deciduous 
fruits were received in New York; in 
87 the shipments amounted to 90 cars; 
in ’88, 175 cars, and for ’89 there were 
received 275 cars, and the prices were 
the largest ever obtained by California 
shippers. He reports further that there 
is practically no demand for Malaga 
raisins when ours are in the mataet.
